—1T ake a niece of the 
round of fresh beef- (eight pound* for 
instance.) 
Bul it into a pot with the re­ 
mains of a piece of cold roust beef(bones 
all) to enrich the gravy. 
Add a small 
teaspoonful of salt, and the same quantity 
of black pepper, and pour on just water 
enough to cover it. 
Boil it slow ly and 
skim it well. When the scum h is ceased 
to rise, have ready u dozen carrot* cut in 
pieces, and put them in. 
H alf an hour 
afterwards add a dozcu turnip* quartered; 
a head of celery cut small ; aud eight 
whole onions. 
Tour on from a kettle a 
little boiling hot waler just sufficient to 
cover the vegetables, and add about half 
a teaspoonful more of salt and not quite 
half a teaspoonful of black pepper.
